Businessman is honoured 


A BUSINESSMAN from Kiddermin¬ 
ster has received an OBE in the 
Queen’s New Year’s Honours after 
more than 35 years of service to the 
West midlands. 

Chartered accountant, Richard Boot, 
of Churchill, who turned 60 on Boxing 
Day, said: “This has been a truly wonder¬ 
ful birthday present. 

“Never in a million years did I expect to 
get this type of recognition. I was so 
shocked when I received the letter in 
November and I was very moved when I 
read it. 

“I am now really looking forward to 
going to the palace to collect my award.” 

The father of three who was born in 
Kings Norton, Birmingham, is showing 
no sign of retirement from his company. 
Active Human Capital, which recruits 
senior executives. 

As a child he attended King Edward VI 
Camp Hill School for Boys in Birming¬ 


ham, with the army planned as the next 
step. But his father, the late Wilfred Boot, 
who worked for Kidderminster builders 
merchants Thompson and Parkes, sent 
him to college at Portsmouth to study 
chartered accountancy in 1970. After four 
years of night school and on the job train¬ 
ing he passed all his qualifications. 

Mr Boot said: “I didn’t think I was 
clever enough for college but I am so glad 
my father had the faith to send me. 

Partner 

“I struggled when it came to trying to 
get into a university but this just shows 
that there is always another way. It just 
takes persistence and determination to 
get to where you want to be.” 

After 20 years as a partner at KPMG, 
the chartered accountants and business 
advisors in Birmingham, his role as man¬ 
aging director saw him play a vital part 
in creating two new practices in manage¬ 
ment consulting and corporate finance. 


In the 1980s he joined the Institute of 
Directors (lOD) as regional secretary and 
was twice West Midlands regional chair¬ 
man and a member of the national 
council for 14 years. 

Mr Boot, who is keen to encourage 
youngsters to get a qualification under 
their belt, has since worked with the 
lOD’s current West Midlands regional 
chairman, John Rider of Kinver, on an 
internship programme which took more 
than 400 graduates off the unemploy¬ 
ment register. 

He said: “It is difficult for young people 
today but if you can find something you 
enjoy then go for it and you will eventu¬ 
ally reap the benefits. University isn’t the 
answer for everyone, it is just about 
finding what’s best for you and giving 
your career the best kick start you can.” 

This summer he was given a lifetime 
achievement award by the Institute of 
Chartered Accountants in England and 
Wales. 



ANGER AS 
FLOODING 
HITS FLAT 


A KIDDERMIN¬ 
STER woman has 
hit out at “disgust¬ 
ing” service from a 
housing association after 
a two-week ordeal saw 
her without water, elec¬ 
tricity and heating. 

Paige Hamilton, of Hawfinch 
Rise near Hoobrook, labelled 
Waterloo Housing Association 
as “completely inept”. 

She said it failed to support her 
after a pipe hurst drenched her 
flat, forcing her to call the fire 
brigade. 

Miss Hamilton also believes her 
property was ill-equipped for the 
severe weather, with a copper pipe 
which froze before Christmas installed 
without being insulated despite being 
next to an outside wall. 

The frozen pipe, in Miss Hamilton’s

airing cupboard, caused the loss of 
heating and water just before Christ¬ 
mas. 

After several days of wrangling as to 
whether Waterloo or Severn Trent 
Water should bear responsibility for 
the problem, the pipe was thawed with 
the use of a hairdryer. 

However, on December 27 the other 
end of the pipe burst, with water 
streaming through lights and a smoke 
alarm from upstairs. 

Miss Hamilton phoned Waterloo’s 
emergency number but with no reply 
called the fire brigade, who came out to 
stop the leak. 

An electrician and plumber 
attended her flat the following day to 
restore electricity and heating, but she 
remained without water and on 
phoning Waterloo again was told her 
case was not an emergency and no-one 
could be sent out until January 4. 

The 33-year-old said she could not 
believe the service being provided by 


Waterloo. “It just beggars belief,” Miss 
Hamilton said. 

“I was left with a soaking flat, dirty 
curtains and ruined carpet, stairs and 
plasterboard, as well as no water 
supply, but they told me I wasn’t an 
emergency. 

“I was at the end of my tether and as 
soon as I said I was going to contact the 
press (on December 31) they said they 
could send someone out within two 
hours.” 

Repair work on the burst pipe took 
place on Monday (January 3) but Miss 
Hamilton said it still had not been 
properly insulated. She believes that 
had it been initially, the problems 
could have been avoided. 

“I was a sitting duck for a disaster,” 
she added. “It’s completely inadequate 
on their part not to insulate a pipe next 
to an outside wall. They’ve abandoned 
me. 

“I’m the only person paying the price 
for their negligence. I’ve got friends 
and relatives to help me but many 
others won’t have that privilege.” 

Waterloo Housing Association was 
unable for comment. 


Lottery boost for hall

DISABLED groups are set to 
benefit after a Kidderminster 
community organisation 
scooped £3,000 in lottery 
funding. 

The management commit¬ 
tee at St Barnabas Commu¬ 
nity Hall, based on Wolverley 
Road, Franche, will put the 
money towards installing 
toilets which can be used by 
the disabled, enabling a 
wider range of groups to use 
the facility. 

St Barnabas was one of 84 
organisations and charities 
in the West Midlands to 
receive support in the latest 
round of grants to be handed 
out by the Big Lottery Fund. 

Wyre Community Land 
Trust was the area’s other big 
winner, earning£10,000 from 
the fund’s Awards for All pro¬ 


gramme. Its windfall will be 
used for the Worcestershire 
Woodland Project, which 
offers people with social care 
problems the opportunity to 
learn traditional woodcraft 
skills. 

Michael Hickman, chair¬ 
man of St Barnabas commu¬ 
nity hall management 
committee, said the news had 
been very gratefully received. 

Upstairs 

The group is run entirely by 
volunteers and Mr Hickman 
said they will put the money 
towards a feasibility study for 
plans to install the disabled 
facilities. 

“We’re absolutely 

delighted,” he added. “At the 
moment we just have one 
upstairs toilet which isn’t 


practical for disabled or 
elderly people.” 

The hall, formerly St Barn¬ 
abas Primary School, cur¬ 
rently hosts various 
organisations including 
Weight Watchers, Wyre 
Forest Talking Newspaper 
and the Women’s Institute. 

Plans have already been 
drawn up for the new facili¬ 
ties, for which a further 
£20,000 would be needed. 

“It’s the next step on the 
ladder,” Mr Hickman said. 

“Like everyone else we’re 
short of money and this will 
make a big difference.” 

The Worcestershire Wood¬ 
land Project, run by Mike 
Maguire, aims to develop 
people’s confidence by 
helping them try new experi¬ 
ences.

“Flu can be a severe 
illness for those most at 
risk including pregnant 
women and children with 
adults with long term 
conditions”. 

However, health chiefs 
also warned people with 
mild symptoms of flu-like 
illnesses to stay away 
from hospitals, to avoid 
the spread of infection 
further.

MULTI-MILLION POUND plans to improve roads across the 
Wyre Forest district over the next 15 years are in the pipeline — 
hut funding is uncertain. 

Worcestershire County Council is working on packages for major 
roads in Kidderminster, Bewdley and Stourport. 

The schemes are scheduled to he 
completed in 2026 and would he 
carried out as part of the authority’s 
Local Transport Plan, which has now 
gone out to consultation. 

They include a project to provide a 
link road between the A451 Stourport 
Road and A442 Worcester Road, in 
Kidderminster. 

The town’s ring road would also he 
modified to provide better support to 
bus stops, footpaths and cycleways, 
but specific works have not yet been 
agreed. 

Lighting 

In Bewdley and Stourport, junctions 
would be improved in the town centres 
along with road resurfacing and 
improvements to street lighting and 
landscaping. 

However there is no mention of the 
proposed Stourport Relief Road in the 
scheme, which is a cause for concern to 
Wyre Forest District Council. 

The authority has been asked for its 
views on the LTP and members of the 
authority’s cabinet will discuss it at a 
meeting in January. 

Element 

Officer Ken Harrison says: “The plan 
proposes waiting until confirmation of 
funding before producing the first 
delivery plan. 

“This could introduce a significant 
element of uncertainty for the district 
in terms of its own plans for develop¬ 
ment.” 

Members will discuss the plans at 
the meeting held at Duke House, 
Clensmore Street, Kidderminster, at 
6pm on January 10.

The Albrighton Woodland Hunt started off on foot 
from the 350-acre Hagley Park, near Stourbridge, 
on Monday, December 27 with the horses left in 
stables. 

Around 300 people gathered in front of Hagley 
Hall as 33 traditional English hunting dogs were 
prepared ready to lead off. 

Master huntsman Peter Swann said: “It was not 
safe to do the hunt with horses. With the hard 
ground and the snow it could have led to them injur¬ 
ing themselves. 

“It is frustrating but there was nothing we could 
do about the weather. We are so pleased with the 
turnout and it shows that we still have a lot of 
support.” 

The hunt followed its traditional path which 
spans from Bridgnorth down to the River Severn at 
Stourport and then eastwards to Bromsgrove, north 
to Wombourne and west back through Claverley. 


Store is 
on verge 
of final 
decision 

A CONTROVERSIAL 
supermarket looks set to 
be built in Stourport 
after planning chiefs rec¬ 
ommended the multi¬ 
million pound scheme be 
given final approval. 

Tesco wants to build 
the store on the former 
Carpets of Worth site, in 
Severn Road, and outline 
permission has previ¬ 
ously been agreed by 
Wyre Forest District 
Council. 

Planners are set to 
make a final decision on 
the development, one of 
the largest in the town 
for decades, when they 
meet on January 12. 

Alongside the store, 
plans also include a car 
park with 310 spaces and 
a pedestrian link from 
Severn Road. 

Entrances 

The store would have a 
petrol station, three 
entrances and a service 
yard fronting on to the 
River Stour. It has been 
contested by Mid-Coun¬ 
ties Co-operative, which 
has a store in the town, 
on the grounds it will 
destroy trade. 

But the legal chal¬ 
lenges have so far proved 
unsuccessful and the 
firm is still deciding 
whether to take the 
battle further. 

Officers from the dis¬ 
trict council have now 
recommended the plan¬ 
ning committee give final 
approval. In a report, 
case officer Julia Mellor 
says: “It is considered the 
proposed layout would 
not have a significant 
impact upon the sur¬ 
rounding area or people 
living nearby.”

Hayes. 

The dog was trapped 
for an hour, two metres 
down on a ledge before 
being lifted out to safety. 


Two collapse 
as the big 
freeze bites 


TWO people in Kidderminster 
required medical treatment 
after collapsing in freezing 
temperatures. 

Now police are reminding people 
of the dangers of hypothermia in 
case a new cold snap takes place. 

A man in his 40s was found face 
down in the snow in Castle Road just 
before 6.30am on Saturday, December 
18. 

He had been drinking and is believed 
to have been there for some hours 
before being found. 

And just before lam on Wednesday, 
December 29 a woman in her 30s, who 
had also been drinking, was found in 
Market Street. 

Both the man and the woman were 
close to hypothermia, and needed hos¬ 
pital treatment. 

Inspector Paul Crowley of West 
Mercia Police said: “These are just two 
incidents the police and our colleagues 
from the ambulance service have been 
called to. 

“In the case of the man who collapsed 
in Castle Road, he was very lucky to be 
found by a member of the public who 
was going to work early. 


“Had he not been discovered when 
he was, he may well have died. 

“Temperatures are dropping to well 
below freezing, and unfortunately 
when people go out drinking they are 
not always in a fit state to get them¬ 
selves home safely. 

“They are also often not adequately 
dressed for the weather conditions. 

‘We are urging people to be sensible 
and not add to the strain on the already 
stretched emergency services.” 

Inspector Crowley urged groups of 
friends to look out for each other and 
stay together, and reminded revellers 
to ensure they made arrangements to 
get home safely, such as booking a taxi. 

Effect 

He said: “People need to take per¬ 
sonal responsibility for their actions 
and be aware of the effect they may 
have on other people. 

“At this time of year there is a visibly 
higher police presence and the force is 
working with pubs, clubs and off- 
licences to ensure that alcohol is sold 
responsibly.” 

Meanwhile, police were called to a 
large number of road traffic collisions 
across Wyre Forest on December 29.

TELEVISION journalist Naomi

The interior is 
exclusively modelled for the BMW 
1 Series M Coupe, with an M 
leather steering wheel and the use 
of Alcantara with Kyalami orange

KIDDERMINSTER have never recorded a victory over Tamworth since 
their relegation from the Football League and they had to settle for a 
share of the spoils as defensive errors cost them dear at The Lamb. 

Manager Steve Burr saw his side record a fourth game unbeaten on their 
travels on Monday despite a stoppage time red card for Mark Alhrighton. 

“I was really pleased with the lads’ performance today, especially in the first half,” he 
said. “I thought we played some really good football, probably the best since I’ve been here. 

“Some of the passing was excellent, I asked the lads to give me some excitement in and 
around their penalty area and they responded well. 

“ It was unfortunate that we have conceded two goals down to defensive errors.” 

Burr was not happy about the 
decision that left him with 10 men. 

“I am six or seven yards from the 
incident,” he said. “I thought the 
lad slipped and the decision to send 
off‘Brights’ was really harsh, more 
so because Alhrighton has come 
into the team and played very well 
since Sharpe’s illness.

Japanese 
trip for 
judo star 

Samurai Judo ace Kate Walker has travelled to 
the sport’s homeland for a two-week training 
camp. Here are her impressions. 

I HAD the opportunity this December of trav¬ 
elling to Japan for a two-week training camp 
with the England team, all expenses paid by 
John Lewis Partners in Sport. 

After my shoulder injury and operation pre¬ 
vented me from competing throughout the 
summer, I had discussed with my Great Britain 
coaches a long haul training camp in December. 
With the 2012 London Olympics looming I knew I 
had to seek further hard training elsewhere to try 
and catch up again. 

A younger England Judo team had arranged to 
travel to Japan, the perfect opportunity for me to 
join them on this trip. 

Japan is the origin and capital for judo in the 
world. There are eight million judo players in Japan 
and no other country has more world and Olympic 

» champions. 

After having been to 
Japan twice before for 
training and competi¬ 
tion, I believe there are 
no other tougher, longer 
and more physical and 
mentally draining train

ing sessions. 

For the first week we 
flew to the South of 
Japan ‘Kagoshima’ to 
train at a university with 
other high school and 
older students. In the 
mornings we were up 


blurry eyed daily at Gam to work on the athletics 
track at 6.30am. We were put through our paces 
doing 8x400m laps of fast running followed by 
3x400m sprints and 4x200m sprints, all of which 
were highly competitive. 

We finished the early morning session with 100 
press-ups, 100 sit-ups, 100 crunches and 30 
chins, then headed for breakfast! There were more 
than 50 players on the judo mat with gruelling 
three and a half hour fighting sessions per day. 

For the second week we travelled to Tokyo and 
joined the German and French national teams 
along with the many Japanese. I had the opportu¬ 
nity of watching the Tokyo Grand Slam interna¬ 
tional judo competition and analysed my 
opponents in the under-63kg weight class. 

Tournament 

It was an incredibly strong tournament with the 
top 12 players on the world ranking list competing 
within the 30-person category. It was interesting 
to see how the world champion Japanese fighter 
was unexpectedly beaten in the second round 
and how the French competitors dominated. 

This made me hungry to fight them all on the 
international training camp following the event. 

I had to adjust my fighting style to the country in 
which my opponent was from. Japanese fighters 
tend to take a more traditional sleeve and collar 
grip using lots of foot movement. The Germans 
and Russians go for high grips, using a lot more 
strength but less mobility to throw. 

Although the sessions were physical and full of 
bruises, I was pleased to outgrip the Japanese 
world champion, throw many of the competitors 
and develop my techniques. This trip has been 
vital for my preparation into 2011.

lems. 

Boss Steve Burr is keen to 
add to his squad but that 
may not happen. “It would 
be very nice if we could bring 
a player in, but as it stands 
I don’t feel we have enough 
money within the playing 
budget,” said Serrell.
